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THREE-TIME STAKES WINNER CAROTARI TOPS 
SATURDAY’S ULTRA COMPETITIVE MIGHTY BEAU OVERNIGHT STAKES 


LOUISVILLE, Ky. (Monday, May 31, 2021) — William Branch’s three-time stakes winning gelding Carotari heads a field of 10 
accomplished turf sprinters in Saturday’s fifth running of the $110,000 Mighty Beau Overnight Stakes at Churchill Downs. 

The Mighty Beau, run at five furlongs on the Matt Winn Turf Course, is slated as Race 11 with a post time of 5:58 p.m. (all 
times Eastern). First post for the 11-race program is 12:45 p.m. On-track guests are invited to stay after the finale to watch the 1534 
running of the $1.5 million Belmont Stakes (Grade I) on the Big Board. Post time for the Belmont is 6:49 p.m. 

Carotari, a 5-year-old son of Artie Schiller, was victorious two starts ago in the $75,000 Silks Run Stakes at Gulfstream Park. 
The six-time winner finished fifth in the $250,000 TwinSpires Turf Sprint (GIT) on Kentucky Oaks Day. Trained by Brian Lynch, 
Carotari will be ridden by Julien Leparoux from post No. 3. 

Also entered in the Mighty Beau is Susan and Jim Hill’s comebacking Grade II winner Totally Boss. The now 6-year-old 
son of Street Boss won the $700,000 Turf Sprint (GH) at Kentucky Downs in 2019. In his 5-year-old campaign, Totally Boss was the 
runner-up finisher in the $150,000 Shakertown (GII) at Keeneland. The Rusty Arnold-trainee will be ridden by Brian Hernandez Jr. 
from post 10. 

The Mighty Beau also attracted stakes winners Classy John, Elusive Mischief and Just Might.

VAUGHAN RECORDS FIRST STATESIDE WIN WITH ALNASEEM (GB) — Former European-based trainer Ed Vaughan 
recorded his first win in North America on Sunday when front-running Alnaseem (GB) captured a $104,000 conditioned allowance 
event at Churchill Downs. 

Alnaseem, who was ridden to a 3 */-length victory on the Matt Winn Turf Course by Adam Beschizza, was Vaughan’s ninth 
starter in the U.S. 

“We got over to the U.S. in November and have been stabled at Keeneland since then,’ Vaughan said. “In (Alnaseem’s) 
stateside-debut, she ran as we expected. She was training well but had to get used to learning how horses run here being quicker from 
the gates.” 

Beschizza and Vaughan have teamed up several times in Europe prior to Beschizza moving his tack to the U.S. in late 2017. 
The 28-year-old Beschizza used to be Vaughan’s primary stable jockey in Europe. 

Vaughan took out his trainer’s license in 2004 and was based at Newmarket until his move to Keeneland in 2020. He spent 
four years working in the U.S. after graduating from the Irish National Stud course. He served as the assistant trainer to Noel Chance 
prior to joining forces with the late Alec Stewart. Vaughan started training on his own following Stewart’s death in 2004, eventually 
moving his stable to Newmarket in 2011. 

In Europe, Vaughan campaigned multiple Group II winner Dame Malliot and Group III winner Robin Hoods Bay (GB). 

“The Kentucky circuit is a good place to be based,” Vaughan said. “Being at Keeneland it gives you the option to ship to 
many tracks around the area including Churchill Downs.”
